NOTE WITH REFERENCE TO PERSONAL SERVICE EXPENDITURE | 
FIGURES 


It should be noted that the latest expenditure figures for per- | 
sonal service shown in table I of this report are for the month 
of April 1955 and that they are compared with personal serv- 
ice expenditure figures for the month of March 1955, whereas 
the latest employment figures covered in this report are for the 
month of May 1955 and are compared with the month of 
April 1955. This lag in personal service expenditure figures is 
necessary in order that actual expenditures may be reported. 


(Figures in the following report are compiled from signed official 
personnel reports by the various agencies and departments of the Federal 
Government. Table I shows total personnel employed inside and outside 
continental United States, and pay, by agency. Table II shows per- 
sonnel employed inside continental United States. Table III shows 
personnel employed outside continental United States. Table IV gives 
by agency the industrial workers employed by the Federal Government. 
For purposes of comparison, figures for the previous month are shown in 
adjoining columns. Table V is a separated report on foreign nationals 
who are not counted in tables I, II, III, and IV.)

Table 5 segregates and accounts for certain categories of per- 
sonal services rendered to the United States Government over- 
seas, which cannot be regarded as ordinary direct employment. 

Generally, this personal service is rendered military agencies 
Overseas under agreements with the foreign governments. In 
most cases the employment is indirect. The foreign govern- 
ments hire the employees. The United States military agencies 
in most cases administer or direct the activity. 

The source of the funds for the payment of these employees 
varies. The Germans are employed without direct reimburse- 
ment by the United States and by agreement payment is made 
from the German economy. The Japanese are employed under 
a master labor contract between United States agencies and the 
Japanese Government. 

French, English, and Austrians are employed for the Army 
and Air Force under agreements with the respective govern- 
ments. Funds originally appropriated for “personal service” 
are used for this purpose. The Koreans and others are paid 
under varying contractual agreements with funds appropriated 
for ‘‘other contractual services.” 

Personnel hired and used under such circumstances cannot be 
properly considered in the same category as regular employment, 
but they are used and should be counted for what they are. 

The Joint Committee on Reduction of Nonessential Federal 
Expenditures is endeavoring to identify these groups of employees 
and to count them along with, but separate from, the regularly 
reported United States employment overseas.

Executive agencies of the Federal Government reported regular civilian em- 
ployment in the month of Nay totaling 2,366,854. This was a net increase of 5,685 
as compared with employment reported in the preceeding month of April, 


This was the fourth increase in succession and the longest sustained monthly 
increase since July 1952. The other monthly increases during the current fiscal 
year were in October and November 1954, and February, arch and April of 1955.

Total civilian agency employment during the month of May was 1,181,897, an 
increase of 3,118 over the April total of 1,178,779. Total civilian employment 
in the military agencies in May was 1,164,957. This was a net increase of 2,567 
as compared with 1,182,390 in April. 


Civilian agencies reporting the larger increases were the Department of 
Agriculture with an increase of 3,401, the Department of the Interior with an in- 
crease of 1,159, and the Department of Commerce with an increase of 379, 
Decreases were reported by the Department of the Treasury with a decrease of 1,251 
the Post Office Department with a decrease of 759, and the Tennessee Valley 





Decreases were reported by the Department of the Treasury with a decrease of 
the Post Office Department with a decrease of 759, and the Tennessee Valley 
Authority with a decrease of 368, 


In the Devartment of Defense increases were reported by the Denartment of thc 
Air Force with an increase of 1,730, the Department of the Army with an increase 
of 1,175, and the Office of the Secretary of Defense with an increase of 46. 
The Department of the Navy reported a decrease of 3&6 in civilian employment, 


Inside continental United States civilian employment increased 5,309 and out- 
side continental United States civilian employment increased 376, Industrial em- 
ployment by federal agencies in May totaled 717,685, an increase of 34 over April. 


These fifures are from reports certified by the agencies, as compiled today 
by the Joint Committee on Reduction of Nonessential Federal Lxpenditures,. 


FOREIGN NATIONALS 


The total of 2,366,854 civilian employees certified to the Committee by ex- 
ecutive agencies in their rezular monthly personnel reports include some foreign 
nationals employed in U.S. Government activities abroad, but in addition to these 
there were 329,380 foreign nationals working for U.S, military agencies overseas 
during May who were not counted in the usual personnel report, The number in 
April was 336,302. A breakdown of this employment for May follows:
